There are but few school boys but who 


know the history of Abraham Lincoln. 
He was born in llardin county, Ken- 
tucky, February 12, 1809. A» the years 
rolled on he became a. power in Republi- 
can politics, and his first office was that 
of postmaster, then he studied law and 
became a good attorney, he was also 
elected to the legislature of Illinois, and 
in 1SGO was elected president. 


On the night oi April H. 13M, Presi- 


dent Lincoln'and General Grant were 
urged to attend the Ford opera house. 
It was announced that they would be 
present. General Grant, however, was 
not there, having left the city. While 
listening to the play John Wilkes Booth 
entered the box wbere the president was 
seated and tired a bullet into his brain. 
He died the following morning. 


Never before in the history of the 


world was a nation plunged into such 
grief by the death of its ruler. Strong 
men met in the streets and wept 
in 


speechless anguish. It was not too much 
to sav that a-nation was in teal's.

agents because, although representing 
the same government, tbcy are nearly 
always unknown to each other. The 
reason'of the existence of these secret 
agents need not be. stated here, but 
they are considered necessary to the 
safety .of evsry president of.

DEATH IN MONEY CHASE 


Many New Yorkers Succumbing 


to the Strenuous Liie. 


Great Increase Iri Heart Disease— 


"Work Like Dynamos all Day, 


Play like Idiots all Night." 


NEW YORK, April 17.—In the last 


three months the 
number 
of sudden 


deaths in the borough 
of 
Manhattan 


have been much larger than in any sim- 
ilar period in the history of the city. 


In the last eighteen months a corres- 


ponding increase has been, noted. A 
large proportion of this increase may be 
traced directly to heart affections and 
other diseases growing out of the tense 
life we are leading. 


Dr. Henry P. Loomis says of the heart 


and allied diseases: 


"Increase,. increase, nothing but in- 


crease in the percentage of mortality 
year by year. In 1860 the death rate 
was only 13% per cent, and in 1004 27 
per cent. I believe the figures this year 
maintain this ratio of increase. 


"There can be no question," continued 


Dr. Loomis, "that the liurry-skurry of 
modern life in this city is responsible 
for 
this unfortunate state of 
affairs. 


Life is lived too fast. Men eat too fast, 
work too hard, play too hard. All this 
involves strain. Nervous strain in time 
involves heart or other organic trouble. 
Then the victim falls dead." 


"Persons are in too great e. hurry. 


They live too fast. This fact need not 
be deduced entirely from sudden deaths 
from natural causes, either. Accident, 
suicide, even murder results from the 
present tenseness of life. 


"It is not necessary for-scientists to 


point out the fact that the present day 
life in this city is a killing one," said Dr. 
Edward S. Spitzka. "The facts are per- 
fectly patent to the veriest layman. Men 
drop dead nowadays whose hearts, under 
ordinary conditions, were good enough 
to lust 100 years. Mind you, I do not 
say they are perfect, but they are good 
enough for all practical purposes. 


EAT AND DRINK SWIFTLY 


"But what do they do? 
"Hurry home, cat their meals so swift- 


ly that the food is but half masticated, 
washed down by a glass or several glass- 
es of water, then go out. Something 
happens to excite them or arouse other 
deep emotions and then—crack goes the 
heart. They fall dead. Men die that 
way, men with nothing radically wrong 
with their hearts that we can discover, 
victims of hurry', indigestion, nervous ex- 
citement, and shock. 


"The heart is prone to shocks and the 


times certainly supply them." 


"New York," says Dr. Girdner, "at 


the present time is not reproducing it- 
self. We are all living swiftly, dying 
swiftly. Were it not for the influx from 
out of town the decrease in population 
would soon be noted. But ns it is, for 
one New Yorker that dies two strangers 
take up abode in the city, and thus the 
loss is not noticed. 


"New Yorkers are driving themselves 


and are being driven like boasts of bur- 
den. They are working like dynamos all 
day, playing like idiots at night."
